The honest enthusiasm which prompted this rescue 
work has led the good rector quite to forget his own 
erudition, and write in so beautifully arranged, 
straightforward and simple a manner that a most 
charming book for everybody has resulted, and one 
which any child might easily follow and would surely 
be entranced by, if he cared for serious reading at all; 
at any rate it is a good book to put into a youngster's 
hands. 


Beginning at the start of things, the author tells of 
the relics of the stone age, and describes a cave in- 
habited by Neolithic man “at least 6,400 years ago.” 
This New-Stone man is represented as more advanced 
than we have been accustomed to think him, and “ his 
descendants linger on in South Wales and Ireland, and 
eare short in stature, dark in complexion, and narrow- 
skulled, like their forefathers few thousand years 
ago.” 

Above their remains lie those of the Roman occupa- 
tion, and any man digging a cellar or drain in certain 
parts of England is likely to strike some buried mar- 
ble or exquisite mosaic. Above them 
stratum, and here rest the foundations of many a 
custom, tradition, superstition, or word-usage, linger- 
ing in farmstead and hamlet though long ago obsolete 
in town. The agricultural, social, and labor system is 
yet practically as in the times before Domesday 
compiled, and it is a question whether, on the 
the rustics were not happier then than now.

That is an interesting chapter which tells of the rise 
of the feudal castles and the manner of life within 
them under the rules of chivairy. Eleven hundred 
were built in Norman times—built so strongly that all, 
perhaps, would have lasted till now had they not been 
razed to the ground by conquerors who dreaded the 
menace of these strongholds of family ambition and 
local discontent—in short, the fortresses of feudalism. 


Quite as entertaining and more novel is the account 
of the monasteries, the author taking the view that 
these institutions were of essential service and a 
blessing to the people during the main period of their 
history, and that the life of the monks was one of 
joyful and zealous labor. None was idle. “ They res- 
cued the people from barbarism and uplifted the stand- 
ard of the cross. They emerged from their cells to 
direct councils, to preach and teach at the monasteries, 
to build churches and cathedrals, and astonish the 
world by their skill and learning.” The Benedictines 
were the leading order in England in Saxon times. 
Later came others, prominently Cistercians, to whom 
belonged some of the most beautiful of English abbeys 


Fountains, Kirkstall, Riévaulx, Tintern, Furness, and 


Byland. All these monks became luxurious, corrupt, 
and licentious at last, however, and the Reformation 
not only swept away the orders but fanatically de- 
molished many a stately pile and ornate flower of 
architecture which represented their hated wealth and 
taste. Some that escaped are now put to base uses-- 
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the rencwned abbeys of Cluhy and Le Bee 
are racing stables. 

The foci of village life are, on the one 
hand, the church and rectory, and on the 
Other, the inn. Formerly they were more 
closely connected than now, for a gucst 
hall was a regular part of the parsonage 
in old times, when there were no taverns, 
and the monks or the parish rectors were 
supposed to entertain the few travellers 
who required public lodging, and such 
merrymakings, known as “ church ales "— 
as now would be appropriate only to the 
other side the cross-marked market 
place—were once regularly held in the 
church house, a combined storehouse and 
meeting hall attached to most churches. 

These parish churches, sitting quaint and 
mossy amid their immemorial graves, and 
the antique inns hardby, are a mine of 
material! for the information and delight of 
the student of custom, folk-lore, and hu- 
man nature—and what fun to delve therein! 

Many of the rural churches, despite ac- 
cident, enemies, and reformers,. still pre- 
serve mediaeval characteristics, even to 4 
rood Joft and the stone altar. Before the 
Reformation the appearance of Anglican 
churches, then little removed from Roman 
traditions, was certainly splendid, and 
differed much from the Puritan simplicity 
of later times. The windows were resplen- 
dent with stained glass.

TANDING on the terrace of 
Harlakenden House, Myr. 
Churchill's New Hampshire 
| home, and gazing out over 
the beautiful Connecticut 
——t Valley, my thoughts turned 
involuntarily to Abbotsford and the outlook 
upon the Tweed. Why this was 80, how- 
ever, it would be difficult to say, as neither 
the house nor the landscape resembles Sir 
Walter’s home save in the most general 
way. Perhaps, however, it Was not sO 
much the physical aspect of Harlakenden 
that recalled Abbotsford as the manner 
of life which it was evident _was_ being 
ed there.

Churchill's existence is that of the major-

“Well, I can’t tell you precisely what 
my next book will be, as I don’t want the 
period in which it is placed to be known. 
You see, I work so slowly that some 
other writer might easily get ahead of 
me, and that would cause me no end of 
trouble. Still, 1 don’t mind telling you 
about it in & general way. My idea is to 
write a series of four or five intercon- 
nected novels, showing the great forces 
which-have gone to the making of this 
country, ard endfng up with a book deal- 
ing with the contemporary life around us. 
There are to be a couple in between 
‘Richard Carvel’ and ‘ The Crisis.’ I wrote 
‘The Crisis’ second, instead of waiting for 
it chronologically, as I had had the good 
fortune of talking with many of the veter- 
ans of the civil war and with men who 
had known Lincoln intimately, and I 
wanted to get that material into shape

“You are a graduate of the Naval Acad- 
emy. are you not, Mr. Churchill?”

In a dainty little volume modeled after 
William Morris's “ Gothic Architecture" 
comes the second bound volume tsesued by 
the Palmetto Press, ‘“Svend and His 
Brethren; a Tale by William Morris.” 

The book, which is In every way a dis- 
tinct advance on the first issue of this 
Press—Mra, Browning's ‘‘ Sonnets from the 
Portuguese "—is from beginning to end 
the work of Mr. W. L. Washburn, the 
owner of the Press. The entire work of 
typesetting, printing, and binding was 
done by Mr. Washburn during his leisure 
hours, the present volume being an ad- 
mirable specimen of fine handicraft In all 
the processes going toward its making 

The book’s typography is remarkably ef- 
fective and its presswork good. The vol- 
ume, which is limited in its issue sev- 
enty-nine numbered copies, is printed on a 
beautiful quality of hand-made Kelmscoct 
paper, bearing an attractive watermark, 
the paper having been imported especially 
for this volume. The typé chosen is effect- 
ive, being plain and dignified, the 
building of the page artistic an@ carefully 
thought out in all its details, The mar 
gins are well-proportioned, and the type 
set solid with but slight use of leading, 
either lateral or between the lines. The 
book contains attractive initial letters, 
partly floral in design, In three all 
printed in black and white. The pages also 
occasional pretty paragraph marks 
Morris fashion.

=O TELL the story of Charlotte 

Bronté’s life is to tell that of 

one of the strangest and most 

tragically pitiful families of 

modern times. Devoid of in- 

cident, it is yet full of an in- 

tensity of interest as subtle 

and indefinable as the charm of the barren 

moors that stretch away from the ancient 

village of Haworth. It is the charm of me!- 

ancholy, and solitude, and silence. While 

giving so Nberally of their intellectual 

treasures, the superior powers withheld 

from this devoted little group the greatest 

of their blessings—happiness—and left them 

to beat their breasts against the bars of 

circumstance until they fell broken and 

shattered to the ground. And yet how un- 

necessary seems the sacrifice.

Patrick Bronté was the genius, good and 
evil, of his children’s lives. A man of pas- 
sionate, eruptive nature, which he had 
learned te hold in check with an iron hand, 
he imbued them with his own love of letters 
and poetry, at the same time that he con- 
signed them to a life of solitude and Spar- 
tan simplicity bordering on hardship, that 
tended to unfit them for association with 
their fellows and that weakened rather 
than strengthened their naturally delicate 
constitutions and rendered them less able 
to withstand the attacks of the dread dis- 
ease that finally decimated the family. He 
was of Irish birth and parentage, but after 
a youth of courageous struggle he had 
definitively severed all ties with his native 
land, even to the changing of his ancestral 
name of Prunty to that of Bronté, anil had 
entered the English ministry through the 
gates of Cambridge University. 

In the Summer of 1824 the seemingly un- 
important step was taken by Mr. Bronté 
of sending his eldest daughters, Maria and 
Elizabeth, to a boarding school at Cowan's 
Bridge, a small settlement between Leeds 
and Kendal, and hence easily accessible to 
Haworth. The institution had been opened 
the year previously for the daughters of 
poor clergymen. The terms were £14 year- 
ly, including clothing, boarding, and in- 
struction, but to find an institution of 
learning in the United Kingdom offering 
less in return for even this pittance dili- 
gent search would have been necessary. 
“The oatmeal porridge was burned, the 
beef was tainted, the milk was ‘ bingy,’” 
remarks that pious Philistine, Augustine 
Birrell, in his account of Charlotte Bronté’s 
life; ‘‘and then the whole house smelt like 
the opening chapter of ‘ Le Pére Goriot,' of 
rancid fat.’’ Shortly after the entrance of 
the two older girls in this habitation of 
light, Charlotte and Emily followed them 
thither as pupils In the Spring of 1825, 
however, on the breaking out of an ept- 
demic of typhus fever in the school, Maria 
was removed by her father, not from fear 
of infection, as was proved by his allowing 
the others to remain, but owing to her gen- 
erally critical state of health. Indeed, so 
far progressed was the neglected child in 
consumption that a few days after reach- 
ing Haworth she died. Shortly afterward 
Elizabeth, too, home to die; but 
even then it does not seem to have dawned 
upon Mr. Bronté that Cowan’s Bridge, 
later held up to execration by Charlotte as 
the Lowood of “Jane Eyre,” was not a 
suitable place for his other daughters, as 
with inexplicable perversity he allowed 
them to remain under ‘‘ Miss Scatcherd’s "’ 
surveillance six months longer. 

On returning to the diminished household 
Charlotte found that Maria’s mantle of re- 
sponsibility had fallen upon her, and with 
undaunted courage she entered upon the 
management and training of the three 
younger children. In the harmless pursuit 
of playmaking and fn the prosecution of a 
desultory in which a surprising 
amount of unsystematized information was 
acquired, the solitary years passed by, until 
at the beginning of 1831 Charlotte was en- 
tered asa pupilat Miss Wooler’s school at 
Roehead, a cheerful country house twenty 
miles from home, on the road from Leeds to 
Huddersfield. This was a vastly different 
institution from that at Cowan's Bridge, 
and here for the first time in life she was 
brought into contact with girls of her own 
age under normal, healthy conditions. At 
first, it seems, the new pupil was thought 
very ignorant, as she had never learned 
grammar at ail, very little geogra- 
phy’’; but it was not long before her 
schoolmates discovered that on many sub- 
she was possessed of knowledge to 
which they could not aspire, and that as a 
teller of thrilling midnight tales she was 
unapproachable. Criticism changed to ad- 
miration, and then to hero worship, leading 
on one occasion to a successful revolt by 
the entire in protest against the 
placing of a bad mark against their leader’s 
name, 

Superficially to describe Charlotte Bronté 
at this time was an ea y matter, but not so 
to convey an impression of the strong, sub- 
tle charm that she seems to fiave exercised 
on all brought her influence. She 
was small, short-sighted, shy, and nervous,

according to the testimony of one of her 
schoolmates, physically resembling her 
mother, and-she spoke with a strong Irish 
accent. This description, however, left out 
of consideration the wonderful power of 
her brown eyes, from which “‘on some 
just oceasion for vivid interest or whole- 
some indignation, a light would shine out 
as tf some spiritual lamp had been kindled 
which glowed behind those expressive orbs. 
The erooked mouth and large nose were 
forgotten,” adds her biographer, “ and the 
whole face arrested the attention and pres- 
ently attracted all those whom she herself 
would have cared to attract,” 

In 1832 Charlotte’s schooldays came to an 
end, and she returned home to discuss with 
her father ways and means for the provid- 
ing of educational advantages for the 
younger children. Not Emily or Charlotte 
was regarded by Mr. Bronté as the most 
gifted of his offspring, but Patrick Bran- 
well, the fiery, red-haired youth té whom 


he looked not only to perpetuate the name 
of Bronté, but atse to render it famous. 
Accordingly the family now set about pro- 
viding means for him to pursue his chosen 
career of artist. To this end Charlotte ac- 
cepted the position of teacher in her old 
school at Koehead, Emily accompanying 
her as pupil. 

Her meagre salary, however, proved 
barely sufficient to clothe herself and her 
younger sister, Anne, and her thoughts 
began to turn seriously to literature as 
the most likely means by which to earn 
money. An appeal, however, to Southey, 
then Poet Laureate, calling forth but 
seant encouragement to poetic rse- 
verance, she exclaimed tragicaliy: ‘‘ 1 shall 
never more feel ambitious to see my name 
in print!’’ In the meantime, the state of 
her health had become such as to cause 
concern, and at the beginning of the year 
1837 she was forced to resign her position 
at Roehead and return home. After a short 
holiday, however, whose monotony was 
broken by the unsuccessful courtship of 
the St. John of “Jane Eyre,” we find 
her sufficiently restored to accept the po- 
sition of governess in the vulgar family of 
a Yorkshire manufacturer, employed in 
the occupation for which she never mani- 
fested the slightest taste or aptitude. Ill- 
health again interfering with the fulfill- 
ment of her duties, she returned anew to 
Haworth, where she remained until the 
Spring of 1841, when she accepted what 
was to prove her last position as govern- 
ess. She and Emily having conceived the 
idea of opening a school of their own, and 
their aunt consenting to loan them the 
necessary money, the two girls set out 
early in the year 1842 in company with 
their father for Brussels, in order to per- 
fect themseives in French and German in 
preparation for their new undertaking. 
M. Heger, at whose pensionnat in the Rue 
d'Igabelle they were pupils, was a man 
of discrimination, as well as an inspiring 
teacher, and at the end of six months, orig- 
inally fixed as the period of their sojourn, 
he offered to retain them as teachers in 
his school. 

Recalied to England in the Autumn of 
1842 by the death of their, aunt, they 
found themselves, together with Anne and 
a fourth niece of the deceased lady, bene- 
ficiaries to a small amount under her will, 
and thus in a position to put into imme- 
diate operation their plan of 
school. Charlotte, however, was unable 
to resist the temptation of further Conti- 
nent study, and she returned to M. He- 
ger’s, Only to find after a short while that 
she had incurred the ill-will of the Prin- 
cipal’'s wife, mainly through her outspo- 
ken detestation of Catholicism, and 
it was tmpossible for her longer to retain 
her position. Returning to England early 
in 1844, with a thorough knowledge 
French and the materiais for her future 
novel “ Villette’’ in hand, she and Emily 
spent the year in arranging the details of 
their prospective school and in distrib- 
uting cards of terms among friends and 
acquaintances, 

These efforts, however, were rendered 
fruitless by the pitiful condition into which 
Branwell had fallen through the use of 
wine and drugs, a condition from which he 
was released by death in September, 1848, 
standing, it ts said, to show his strength 
of will. “ Life wears away, I shall soon 
be thirty,’’ wrote his sister some time pre- 
viously. ‘‘I have done nothing yet.’ As 
a matter of fact, however, three years be- 
fore the death of Branwell, she and her 
two sisters had taken a most important 
step, and one that was to lead in each case 
to independent authorship. In the Autumn 
of 1845 Charlotte had chanced upon a 
manuscript collection of Emily’s poems, 
and, after a long argument, had succeeded 
in convincing her sister that they were 
worthy of publication. Upon being called 
on as an ally in persuasion, Anne con- 
fessed that she, too, had been guilty of 
poetic indiscretion, and on the discovery 
that Charlotte likewise had a collection of 
poems in manuscript, the three sisters de- 
cided to publish their effusions conjointly, 
disguising their identity under the pseudo- 
nyms Currer, Ellis, and Acton Bell. 

The first venture of the three sisters 
failed, but they did not on that account 
allow themselves to despair. Indeed, even 
before the publication of the poems they 
had each essayed their strength at the 
more sustained task of novel writing, and 
now earnestly set about retrieving their in- 
itial defeat. With but little difficulty Emily 
and Anne found a publisher willing to ac- 
cept their manuscripts, “ Wuthering 
Heights” and “Agnes Grey,” although 
no great alacrity was shown in publishing 
them; but the child of their elder sister's 
brain, “‘The Professor,” in vain sought a 
haven. Publisher after publisher rejected 
it, until at last in the Autumn of 1846. 
with its return on the very day on which 
her father's eyes were successfully operated 
on for cataract, the young authoress de- 
cided that since the world would have 
none of her first book, she would write a 
second to which it. would be impossible to 
turn a deaf ear. This was “ Jane Eyre,” 
that wonderful distillation of passion, fire, 
and dramatic intensity against which the 
diatribes of critics are vain, and in which 
the author gave voice to all the suffering 
and unsatisfied longing of her own life. 
“ Reality, deep, significant reality is its 
characteristic,” wrote G. H. Lewes of the 
novel on its appearance in October, 1847, 
and a brother critic exclaimed enthusi- 
astically: .** It is a book to make the pulses 
gallop and the heart beat.” 

The publishing firm of Smith & Elder 
had immediately accepted the manuscript, 
although they had previously refused the 
noor “ Professor,” which did not see the 
light until after the author’s death. Two 
months passed before the world awoke to 
a realization of the greatness of the book 
that had been born in its midst, but. then 
the enthusiasm and curiosity regarding the 
mysterious author knew no bounds, “Al- 
together the autobiography of ‘ Jane Eyre’ 
is pre-eminently an anti-Christian book,’’ 
wrote a carping critic In The Quarterly Re- 
view in the same number in which “ Van- 
ity Fair’’ was reviewed; but in his disap- 
proval the unknewn writer stood alone 
save for the company of Philistines and 
prudes. Mr. Bronté’s estimate of the novel 
had found justification. ‘‘ Girls,” he had 
said on finishing it, ‘“‘do you know that 
Charlotte has written a book, and it is 
much better than likely.”’

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"THE JESUITS.

Their History in England with an 


‘Account of Some of Their 
> Leaders.” 


HE author of the volume “ The 
History of the Jesuits in Eng- 
land” states in his “preface 
that with the purely domestic 
affairs of the Jesuits he has 
but little to do, but that it 
enters more particularly into 
the scope of his work “to attempt to dis- 
cover the end they atmed at, and the means 
they employed to advance it.” It seems to 
us to be fairly difficult to separate the 
one from the other. Taking the actions ot 
the particular Jesuits carefully described 
by Mr. Ethelred L. Taunton, without some 
dwelling on the habits of the soclety and 
their domestic life, a comprehension of 
the work would be difficult, for the two, 
the ends in view and their methods, are 
always closely associated. It may be well- 
nigh impossible to read this volume with- 
out an inclination toward prejudice. An 
association of men with religious bias 
would like to rule the world according to 
the conservative ideas of 4 man of Spanish 
origin, who lived and died some three 
centuries ago. The author is prepared for 
those who may regret the introduction of 
“eontentious matter” in his pages. He 
writes: “The fact of the case is that the 
history of the English Jesuits is, in the 
main, one long contention.” Devoting the 
larger space in the volume to the life of 
Robert Parsons, Mr. Taunton quotes him 
as saying: ‘‘ A man is to be judged, not by 
words, but by deeds which have the true 
weight of affection or disaffection.” It 
is then Robert Parsons’s actions which he 
presents. 

It was in Spain that the Jesuits gained 
their first followers, and the Spaniard of 
the middle and close of the sixteeenth 
century was an important factor in the 
world. Then religion and Government were 
closely associated. So far, England had 
been a neutral ground, and there were 
no Englishmen in the society. When Queen 
Elizabeth changed her religion, then there 
were Catholics who went abroad so as to 
find the opportunities to exercise the religion 
of their Catholic forefathers. The first 
Englishman belonging to the society in the 
eariy times of Queen Elizabeth was Jasper 
Heywood. “But it was not till Pius V. 
promulgated that most disastrous bull, 
Regnans in Excelsis, (1570,) which made 
civil allegiance an impossibility to the 
timorous English Catholic, that the direct 
movement toward the society began.”’ 

Robert Parsons was born on the 24th of 
June, 1546, and of Catholic parentage. 
Whether his father had changed his relig- 
ion is not evident, but the mother was a 
strict Catholic. Passing over Parsons’s 
early education, and laying but little stress 
on the religious influences to which the 
lad was subjected, when he was eighteen 
he was sent to Oxford. When in his twen- 
ty-second year (1568) he was admitted 
Bachelor of Arts. The troubles were con- 
stant among the students when the Queen 
endeavored to enforce conformity. The 
Puritans were enraged by the conduct of 
Alva in Flanders. Then there came to 
England reports of the intended invasion, 
“for the purpose of reducing England once 
more to the Pope of Rome.”’ Twice had 
Parsons taken the oath of the Queen’s 
supremacy ‘“‘in matters of religion.’’ Now 
Campion appears, and it was through his 
influence that Parsons escaped taking it 
for the third time. In his Autobiographical 
Notes Parsons says that for a time he 
gave himself up to Puritanism. There is 
testimony fairly reliable that for some time 
Parsons professed Protestantism. After a 
while there came doubts in Parsons’s mind. 
It looks as if the acceptation of Catholi- 
cism came to him while in London. He 
was persuaded by Lord Buckhurst to visit 
Padua to study physics. Then Parsons was 
twenty-eight. The long journey to Italy 
began with a visit to Louvain. Still per- 
plexed, and seeking the light, it was at 
Louvain that Parsons was welcomed by 
the Jesuits 

If the author is to be credited, Parsons 
was the cleverest of men as far as political 
meddling is to be understood. His plans 
were carefully arranged. That somewhat 
obdurate rough material represented by 
the average Englishman was to be judi- 
cilously handled. Though there were many 
Catholics they were not to be treated as 
were Italians or Spaniards. Queen Eliza- 
beth’s spy system was not to be over- 
looked. It was well known that there had 
come from Rome certain persons who were 
plotting for the overthrow of the Queen, 
and in the service of Spain. Parsons’s 
principal attempts to change the order of 
things was to bring the wealthy classes to 
side with him. Certainly the political sit- 
uation of England was more to Parsons 
than its religion. When religion enters 
into the government of a country to-day 
the same conditions exist as in the Eng- 
land of the sixteenth century. Often Par- 
sons’s life was in danger. His move- 
ments were watched. ‘*The Government 
had issued proclamations against the Jes- 
uits, ordering their apprehension on the 
score of treason.”” Campion, when in Eng- 
land, was more courageous than was Par- 
sons. Campion was never afraid. He did 
his work aboveboard, and his heroism we 
must admire. Parsons established a print- 
ing press, and so were published many 
books written by him, 

A new bill was introduced into Parlia- 
ment for the express purpose of finding a 
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debate Par- 
sons was designated as the “howling 
wolf,” and Campion as the “ wandering 
vagrant.” Rather uncertain as to the out- 
look, Parsens sent to Rome for help. More 
Jesuits were wanted in England. There was 
on foot a scheme for a rising in Scotland. 
The hunt, for Parsons became an active 5 
one, and his escapes were many. As to the 
King of Spain, there is not a shadow of 
doubt as to the active part he took in this 
campaign of the Jesuits, “ The Government 
identified the priests who were pouring 
into England with the political measures 
of the Pope and the King of Spain."’ Cam- 
pion was taken. The most barbarous of 
sentences was imposed on’ him, The un- 
fortunate man was first mutilated, and 
then executed. Campion met his death with 
heroism, The author writes: 

Thus died Campion; and no one who is 
acquainted with his history will refase to 
him the tribute of sincerity. Free from all 
ulterior designs and solely occupied in the 
spiritual work of gaining souls, if there 
ever was a martyr for his religious opinions 
it was Campion. 

As to Parsons, he fled to the Continent, 
and made his way to Paris. “It was not 
a willing flight,” for there can be no im- 
putation of cowardice directed toward Par- 
sons. While away from England, according 
to our authority, he devoted himself to 
many plots and schemes, always having 
in view the redemption of England. If it 
was to be brought about it would be by 
the means of the King of Spain. Maybe 
France might give a helping hand. Par- 
sons’s activity was constant, With the exe- 
ecution of Mary came the crtsts, (1587.) 
That same year the King of Spain was 
preparing for the invasion of England, and 
the Armada left the Tagus May 29, 1588. 
Then Parsons's hopes ran high. The bit- 
terest blow to him was the well-estab- 
lished fact that ‘the British Catholics, on 
the approach of the Armada, did not rise 
against Elizabeth, but even took a promi- 
nently active part in the defense of their 
country.’ Nevertheless Parsons kept to his 
delusions. The remainder of his life pre- 
sents little of interest as far as England Is 
concerned. All his fine-drawn schemes 
came to nothing, though his activity still 
remained. He had at least the merit of 
never seeing when he was beaten. His at- 
tempts as a match maker for the good of 
the Society were ludicrous failures, and 
were besides annoying to the high per- 
sonages, so much so, indeed, that he was 
sometimes called to task for his interfer- 
ence. Parsons, who accomplished nothing 
during his life, died in Rome April 15, 
1610, 

We are more familiar in the United 
States with the name of Petre than that of 
Parsons, and for the reason that in the 
time of James II. the actions of Petre are 
nearer to us. When Charles IL married 
Catharine of Braganza, what were the 
‘golden days’ of the society had their be- 
ginning. With the death of that good-for- 
nothing King, Charles II., the hopes of the 
Jesuits were “at last realized."" Edward 
Petre, a Jesuit, was made Clerk of the 
Closet. It was James's desire that Petre 
should be given the mitre, and pressure 
was directed in Rome to effect this. But 
Pope Innocent XI. had no special love for 
the members of the society. He was wise 
enough to see that his legitimate powers 
were likely to be curtailed. In England 
the Jesuits opened many churches, and 
their activity in education was exercised in 
all directions. There was a conflict be- 
tween the Jesuits and the Benedictines, in 
which the King interfered and the Bene- 
dictines had to take the second place. 
Petre became all-powerful. He was styled 
“his Eminence.” The Pope held that 
Petre’s actions were at the least “ indis- 
ereet,” and that they were prompted 
through personal ambition, 

The Jesuits labored hard to obtain a per- 
manent footing in the universities. The 
climax came when James ordered the arrest 
of seven English Bishops. Then arose the 
storm of public indignation. Petre foresaw 
the tempest and fled. Never again did he 
meet the misguided King. Mr. Taunton 
acquits Petre of personal ambition. He was 
a stick in the hands of his superior. It 
was the General who gave his orders and 
the soldier followed the instructions. Was 
the ruin of the Stuarts due to the teach- 
ings of Parsons and Petre? The author's 
opinion is that they were the main causes. 

In Great Britain of to-day, according to 
our authority, there are about 250 Jesuits, 
besides those under training and lay broth- 
ers and in the foreign missions. ‘‘ Never 
have they been so numerous or prosper- 
ous.”” In a country where every man may 
worship his Maker as he sees fit, there is no 
reason why the Society of the Jesuits 
should not have an honorable footing. That 
bugaboo cry of “a Jesuit ” amounts now to 
nothing, either in the United States or in 
England, “ Ever since the middle of the 
last century the Jesuits have had little if 
any influence in England.” If, as the au- 
thor expresses it, ‘“‘the spirit of Parsons 
had in the past unfortunately been too 
long the Iideal,”’ it is not so to-day. There 
has been a break with the past, for did not 
St. Ignatius write, “The society shall 
adapt itself to the times, and not the times 
to the society "’? 
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“‘English as She is Tanght.”’ It was rea'ly a revew of a book, or 
rather of a manuscript which had been placed in his hands. The 
little work seemed too funny to be true. It was true, however, being 
founded on actual answers to examination questions asked in the 
public schools.

Bringing Out of the First Eng- 


lish Edition, 


T must have been In April, 1852, 
that I brought out in conjunc- 
tion with Salisbury, the print- 
er, and Clarke, who bound 
the volumes, the first edition 
published in England of Mrs. 

Harriet Beecher Stowe’s world-famous ro- 
mance, “ Uncle Tom's Cabin.” A year or 
two ago I found it necessary to tell the his- 
tory of this reprint in a letter to The Liter- 
ary World, the principal passages of which 
may here be quoied: 

“TI fail to see that any particular honor 
or merit is due to the person who first in- 
troduced ‘ Uncie Tom’s Cabin’ to the Eng- 
lish public; still it may be as well to cor- 
rect the mistatements contatned in the letter 
you have published signed Charles M. 
Clarke, who, if born at the time the inci- 
dents occurred, of which he speaks so posi- 
tively from his own personal knowledge, 
could only have been a baby in long clothes, 
or, at most, a little boy in knickerbockers. 


“The true circumstances connected with 
the issue of the English reprint of the book 
are these: In the first place, no advance 
copy of the work was submitted to any 
London publisher; but Mr. Bogue received 
an ordinary copy of ‘Uncle Tom's Cabin’ 
from a young man in Putnam’s New York 
house, accompanied by a letter stating that 
the book was selling rapidly in the States, 
and suggesting that Mr. Bogue should .re- 
print it and send him a trifle for his pains. 
Mr. Bogue, however, not caring to embark 
in cheap reprints of American authors, of- 
fered me the work for my series of ‘ Read- 
able Books.’ 

“The American edition of ‘Uncle Tom's 
Cabin’ being in two stout volumes, I hesi- 
tated to run the risk of issuing the work 
at a shilling, and while I was considering 
what to do with it I received a visit from 
Messrs. Salisbury and Clarke, who, being 
well aware of the great success of the 
Readable Books Series, were constantly 
bothering me to suggest some further lit- 
erary venture, which would provide work 
for their establishments and might be 
undertaken in partnership. To get rid of 
their importunities, I offered them to join 
with me in reprinting ‘Uncle Tom's 
Cabin,’ and it was agreed to produce an 
edition of the book on shares, each of us 
being responsible for a third of tbe cost. 

“Mrs. Stowe's second title, ‘ Life Among 
the Lowly” was changed by me tu ‘ Negro 
Life in the Slave States of America,’ and 
a writer, then little known, but who is now 
widely appreciated, botlgas journalist and 
essayist, wrote a preface to the work for 





the modest sum of 2 guineas. The book 
was printed crown octavo size, and the 
price was half a crown.

*“ Although well advertised, 
of which 2,500 copies had 
proved a failure, but a rather 
circumstance contributed to its eventual 
success. In the Readable Books Series 1 
had reprinted Curtis's ‘ Nile Notes,’ much 
to the annoyance of Mr. Richard Bentley, 
who had a half-guinea edition of the work. 
‘Uncle Tom's Cabin’ being advertised with 
both my own and Clarke's imprint, Mr. 
Bentley, by way of retaliation against me, 
T imagine, announced a shilling cdition of 
the book. 

With ai view of checkmating 
I had a printed with ‘ Price 
shilling’ on it, and got Clarke to do up a 
copy of our edition in paper boards, trim- 
ming it as foolscap octavo as 
could be managed I then sent the vol- 
ume to Mr. Bentley, with my compliments, 
and a notification that the accompanying 
shilling edition of ‘Uncle Tom's Cabin’ 
was on the eve of publication. This induced 
Mr. Bentley to hold his hand, and as there 
was scarcely any sale for the book at half 
a crown in cloth, it was determined to 
work off the remaining sheets in paper 
boards at a shilling. 

“Shortly after this had been decided 
upon I went abroad with Mr. Birket Fos- 
ter, and was absent for two or thre« 
months. On my return | found that ‘ Uncle 
Tom's Cabin’ had been and still was the 
book which everybody was reading and 
talking about. After a reasonable delay I 
applied to Clarke for an account of the 
sales, when he referred me to Salisbury 
and Mr. 8. 0. Beeton, who, in the interim 
had joined Clarke and Salisbury in part- 
nership.

Prof. Gilbert’s Book on Christ,” 


It will be remembered that some two 
years ago Prof. Gilbert had charges of 
heresy brought against him on account of 
opinions expressed in a book then recently 
published, “ The Revelation of Jesus."’ ‘“he 
charges affected his views of the person- 
ality of Jesus, more especially his pre- 
existence, vet not so»much his views as his 
account of the New Testament teachings. 
The charges were not considered by the 
Chicago Theological Seminary until May, 
1900, and then Prof. Gilbert was given a 
year’s leave of absence with the under- 
standing that he. should spend it in writing 
a book that would more clearly define his 
views. Meantime his salary was to be con- 
tinued in full measure. Here was a man- 
ner of treating heresy that can be warmly 

recommended to Torquemada, Calvin, Arch- 
bishop Laud, and the Rey. John Norton of 
Boston, though too late, we fear, to do 
them any good. If the idea was, however, 
that, if Prof. Gilbert was given enough 
rope he would certainly hang himself, that 
premonition has been amply justified in the 
event. 

The book requested is now published. and 
the Directors of the Chicago Seminary have 
sat upon ft with all due solemnity. The 
result of this incubation has been awaited 
with some interest, and it proves to bo 
Prof. Gilbert's resignation, which was not 
requested only because the professor gra- 
clousty intervened to save the Directors 
trota doing the unpleasant duty which they 
had resolved upon by a majority vote, It 
was more kind than wise for him to inter- 
vene to dull the edge of the impression 
which the Directors were about to make of 
an orthodoxy “ without spot or wrinkle or 
any such thing.”’ Meantime the professor 
ls recommended to other institutions of sa- 
ered learning for ‘‘ his eminent ability in 
the line of study which he has made his 
own, his reverent and devout spirit, his un- 
affected piety, his whole-hearted devotion 
to his work, his conscientious loyalty to the 
truth,” &c. Prof. Giibert’s resignation has 
been accepted, not because of any practical 
or theoretical unfitnegs for his position, 
but “ because it is for the best interest of 
Prof. Gilbert and the seminary." 
simplicitas!" 


The book which secures for Prof. Gilbert 
a “freedom of theoretical teaching,"’ which 
he hee not hitherto enjoyed, is not so much 
a eomplete disciosure of Prof. Gliibert’s 
views as a continuation of his former pub- 
lication. It carries over into other parts of 
the New Testament the investigation which 
in “The Revelation of Jesus"’ was con- 
fined to the four Gospels. This investiga- 
tion might be entirely valid and Prof. Gil- 
bert’s orthodoxy still remain intact. For 
what-he is essaying is not an account of 
his own opinions, but an account of the 
New Tesiament teachings with regard to 
the nature and the offices of Jesus and 
many other matters. It may be that he 
finds the New Testament writers herctical, 
judged by the traditional orthodox stand- 
ards. It does not follow that he {s himself 
heretical, and, if tried at all, it would seem 
that he should be tried for defamation of 
character and not for heresy. 

One thing is certain—that if his heresy 
exists it is the heresy of an extremely con- 
servative mind. It does not seem possible 
that any one can read this book and not 
feel that the results stated have been ac- 
cepted by Prof. Gilbert because he could 
not get away from them. ‘So help him 
God he could no other.” His conservatism 
is attested by his attitude toward the au- 
thenticity of the various New Testament 
documents with which he has to reckon, 
Few are the orthodox critics in our tinie 
(those nominally so) who are so conserva- 
tive as he. He seems to accept as gen- 
uine Pauline epistles all these popularly 
attributed to Paul, not even excepting the 
pastorals. He seems to ascribe to the be- 
loved Disciple not only the Fourth Gospel 
and the Johannine Epistles, but also (mira- 
bile dictu) the Apocalypse. He not only 
accepts the first Petrine Epistie as genu- 
ine, but also the second, with some slight 
misgiving, a position hyper-conservative, 
But it should be said that none of these 
things is dwelt upon except the authen- 
ticity of Second Peter, and that very 
lightly. Prof. Gilbert's business is not to 
criticise the New Testament documents 
with reference to thelr date, authorship, 
and the circumstances of thir production,

Books About Daniel Boone,” 

Mr. William Harvey Miner of Glendale, 
Md., has just prepared a bibliography of all 
books and magazine articles dealing in any 
way with the life or adventures of Daniel 
Boone. This has just been published for 
the Dibden Club, in an attractively made 
little volume, which is issued in an edition 
limited to 250 copies. 

The arrangement of the bibliography is 
excellent. It contains about 150 entries, 
giving the title, publisher, date, and size of 
the volumes listed. Hach entry contains a 
footnote, more or less full, according to the 
importance of the volume, showing just 
which portion of every book listed is de- 
voted to Boone. Its comparative value is 
noted; the relative scarcity of the volume, 
and, where rare, a good bibliographical de- 
scription is added, and the prices fetched at 
auction. 

In his introduction Mr. Miner says that 
his bibliography has been prepared accord- 
ing to the method adopted by the late I. 
W. Field in compiling his “‘ Essay Toward 
an Indian Bibliography.’' School and gen- 
eral histories of our country have not been 
included, for the reason that, with the ex- 
ception of Bancroft, Winsor, and Hildreth, 
they contain but little relating to Boone

which is of real value. Indeed, Mr, Miner 
says Bancroft alone has made any attempt 
at original research. Histories of the State 


of Kentucky are generally of but slight 
value, much of the material contained in 
them having been borrowed from other 


sources. Exceptions to this rule, however, 
are Humphrey Marshall's ‘History of 
Kentucky,’’ Mann Butler's “ History of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky,"’ and Lewis 
Collins's ‘‘ Historical Sketches of 
tucky.” Of the more recent works, Shaler’s 
history is probably the best. Hayward's 
two books, ‘‘ Natural and Aboriginal His- 
tory of Tennessee”’ and “ Civil and Politi- 
cal History of Tennessee”’ are still the 
best works obtainable on such phases of 
Tennessee's history, although published as 
early as 1823. Phelan’s “ History of Ten- 
nessee"’ ranks with Shaler’s “ Kentucky.” 

As is often the case, the most valuable 
historical material as to Boone is found 
in private collections. The library of Col. 
Reuben I. Durrett of Louisville contains 
much valuable material of great interest. 
His “ Life of John Filson,” (No. 1, Filson 
Club publications,) and his ‘‘ Centenary of 
Kentucky,” (No. 7, Filson Club publica- 
tions,) both refer indirectly to Boone, as 
does the second publication of that club, 
Thomas Speed's “The Wilderness Road.” 
Col. Durrett’s collection of portraits and 
relics of Boone is probably the most com- 
plete In existence. The Wisconsin Histor- 
ical Society is now in possession of much 
valuable Boone material, chiefly auto- 
graphs, letters, and documents formerly 
the property of the late Lyman Draper of 
Madison, Wis., which were to have been 
published in a volume * Border 
Forays and Adventures.”

Mr. Miner calls attention to other good 
Boone matter, including Henry B. Daw- 
son's paper on the siege of Fort Boone, 
Aug. 8 to 20, 1778, which is excellent; as 
is the introduction to Stone's “Life of 
Brant,”’ which, touches on the border wars. 
Lord Byron praises Boone in *‘ Don Juan,” 
while Cooper has used him as a model for 
the hero of ‘“‘ The Leather Stocking Tales.” 


Other writers have incorporated Boone 
bodily into their tales without change of 
name. 


It seems strange that an adequate life 
of Daniel Boone has not yet been written. 
In spite of frequent references to his life, 
or to incidents connected with it, we know 
but little of the man and his real charac- 
ter.'He was active during a vital portion 
of our country's history—from 1735 to 1820 
—but the so-called biographies give but 


little information concerning the man him- | 


self; no two seeming to agree upon the 
vital points in his career. The best authori- 
ties agree that Boone was born Oct. 2, 











1733, in Berks County, Penn. His 
tions extended over Pennsylvania to 
ginia and West Virginia—in his time 
State—thence to North Carolina, 
tucky, and Tennessee, Transylvania, or 
Watauga—as it was then called—Ohio, and 
the Illinois country, and finally to Mis- 
sourl, where Boone died at Charette ViII- 
lage, Sept. 23, 1820, in the eighty-seventh 
year of his age. 

A good life of this great pioneer would 
be of much interest to both historians and 
students, and Mr. Miner's bibliography will 
be found invaluable toward such prepara- 
It will also be found of much value 
for all who are interested in Boone. The 
book is attractively printed and bound; 
the blank leaves to be found between all 
pages, adding much to its practical value 
for bibliographers, or all students who 
care to make annotations.

of a crowded population of workers. It is 
described as follows: 

The most interesting department of the 
great scheme is, of course, the kitchens, 


which, in accordance with the latest ideas, 
are at the top of the building, on the fourth 
floor {t is, naturally, only by working 
with prodigious quantities that cheap rates 
can be maintained, but even then it is’a 
little startling to be told that “ those steam 
chests for potatoes can cook a ton and a 
haif an hour. For boiling operations, there 
are steam-jacketed tanks, deeply fluted, in 
which the natural process of expansion in 
cooking the contents mark themselves off 
into the halfpenny portions for sale. Thirty- 
two hams can be dressed simultaneously, 
and the roasting ovens can contain ten and 
seven hundredweights respectively of 
viands at a time. For soup making, six 
vast boilers are provided, with an aggre- 
gate capacity of 500 gallons. In general 
pian, that of the famous Volkskiiche, start- 
ed by Dr. Kuhn in Vienna, has been. fol- 
lowed. The hungry customer in want of a 
meal finds in the bill of fare items that 
start from a halfpenny. For that sum, a 
cup of tea, coffee, or cocoa, a bowl of soup 
or porridge, a slice of bread, with butter, 
jam, or marmalade, a piece of cake, a por- 
tion of pastry, pudding, or vegetables or 
pickles, may be had. The penny alone does 
not seem a much favored coin, and a bloat- 
er kipper, or sardines, or mineral waters 
are the chief items it purchases. With, how- 
ever, an additional halfpenny, it allows of 
a choice bit of a rasher of bacon, a had- 
dock, two sausages, a buttered tea cake, 
a small steak pudding, a pork pie, or two 
boiled eggs. Cold meat, ham or large-sized 
haddock, are sold for twopence a plate, and 
a special feature daily is boiled fish and 
potatoes for twopence-halfpenny. Perhaps, 
however, the triumph of all is the three- 
course dinner for fourpence halfpenny. This 
consists of soup, a choice at will of a large 
steak pudding, roast pork, roast or boiled 
beef, roast or boiled mutton, Irish stew, 
boiled pickled pork, stewed steak, or liver 
and bacon. It includes two vegetables and 
bread, and a choice between pastry or a 
mug of tea, coffee, or cocoa. There is a 
staff of 100 waitresses, in a neat uniform 
of black dress and white cap and apron, 
whose duties are primarily to remove the 
dirty plates and cups. Each of the three 
halls can accommodate 500 people, so that 
1,500 meals may be simultaneously con- 
sumed, and 12,000 meals can easily be pro- 
vided during the day. 


An unexpectedly attractive portion of the 
text is that dealing with the bird life of the 
parks and squares. 

The illustrations are ambitious, but have 
little artistic merit.

——————)_ cjled with Prof. Wendell’s 
statement in his “Literary History of 
America’ that Whitman “had a rather 
vagrant youth and manhood,” and that 
“as obviously as MHawthorne’s experi- 
ence was confined to New England, 
Whitman's was confined to that of the 
lower classes in those regions which 
were developing into modern New York,” 
The fact is that while a very young man 
Whitman was engrossed in literary work, 
was continuously active in intellectual pur 
suits, and practically proved himself a man 
of force and acknowledged reputation in the 
Brooklyn of his day before he put into print 
a single line of “ Leaves of Grass.” 

The Whitmans moved from West Hills to 
a house in Front Street, Brooklyn, in 1823, 
and the following year removed to a dwell- 
ing on Cranberry Street, directly opposite 
the rear entrance to what is now Plymouth 
Church. His father began building at once 
and erected a house at the corner of Adams 
and Tillary Streets, where che family lived 
until 1831. Three years later, when Whit- 
man was fifteen years of age,: the boy be- 
came clerk in a law office on Fulton Street, 
near Clark. A year later he entered a 
printing office, and before he was seven- 
teen had charge of a small country school. 
Already he was contributing short articles 
to the papers, and, when under twenty-one, 
started The Long Islander, a dally news- 
paper, in his native town. Relinquishing 
this he was soon working on Alden Spoon- 
er’s paper, The Long Island Star, and from 
that passed, in 1845, to the editorship of 
The Brooklyn Daily Eagle, the main liter- 
ary work on the editorial pages of which 
thereafter is clearly Whitman's. 

The poet’s emotionalism and patriotic 
sentiments here found free expression. He | 
was evidently well informed on National 
policies and parties and took a decided 
stand on current local questions. He 
strongly urged that Fort Greene be se- 
cured as a public park, and this was finally 
done. He opposed restrictive measures by 
those who desired to re-establish a Puri- 
tan Sabbath, and put in many good words 
for the various social, educational, and re- 
ligious organizations of the town. He not 
infrequently contributed reviews of popu- 
lar books and classical reprints. His devo- 
tion to the general civic welfare found rec- 
ognition. In The Eagle of June 11, 1846, 
there is a notice of a forthcoming patriotic 
celebration at Fort Greene. On July 2 the | 

final programme of exercises for the 
Fourth appeared. There was to be a grand 
procession through the main streets, led | 
off by a Marshal and his aides, the Brook- 
lyn Light Guards, Fusillier Guards, Union | 
Blues, and Columbia Riflemen, followed by 
the orator of the day and the writers of 
odes, the Revolutionary patriots and cler- | 
gy, and the Mayor and Common Council.

house at 106 Myrtle Avenue, into whieh 
he moved In the latter part of April, 1849. 


Already ho had become known as a leader 
in the Free Soll campaign and as.a friend 
of W. C. Bryant, the editor of The Post. 
At a meeting held at Washington Hall, 
Brooklyn, on Aug. 6, 1848, for the purpose 
ef electing delegates to the Buffalo Free 
Soil Convention af that year, Whitman took 
a leading part, and proposed by resolution 
that the delegates be pledged to support 
Van Buren for the Presidency. His reso- 
lution was carried, with an amendment, 
and his name appeared on the list of those 
eleeted as delegates to the Buffalo meet- 
ing. Other members of the delegation were 
Hiram Barney, Samuel E. Johnson, Seth 
B. Hunt, and H,. B. Claflin, all men of 
prominence in the Brooklyn of that day. 

But Whitman was not interested only in 
the polities.of the time. Having become a 
public speaker, there appears in The Brook- 
lyn Advertiser of April 3, 1851, a complete 
report of his remarks before the Brooklyn 
Art League. In the. clesing paragraph of 
what is really an eloquent and philosophi- 
cal talk, he says: 


In the sunny peninsula where art was 
transplanted from Greece and generations 
afterward flourished into new life, we even 
now see the growth that is to be expected 
among a people pervaded by a love and ap- 
ywreciation of beauty. In aples, in Rome,

That Whitman did not succeed in all his 
undertakings is true, but his resourceful- 
ness was always in evidence. ‘Thus, an 
editorial note in The Star of June 5, 1851, 
reads: 


A new paper. Our old friend Walter 
Whitman has started a new weekly payer 
called The Salesman and Traveler's Di- 
rectory for Long Island. It is published 
at 106 Myrtle Avenue. It Is for advertis- 
ing through the country parts of Long Isl- 
and, and for all the railroads, steamboats, 
and stage routes on the island. We wish 
him success. 


Whether it was at this time that Whit- 
man first attended Plymouth Church can- 
not be said. It is true, however, that he 
was attracted by the teaching of Henry 


Ward Beecher, and a little later spoke of 
him as his only literary friend. At this 
time, too, he appears to have been in con- 
stant attendance at public lectures, hear- 
ing, as he says, Clay, Webster, Hallock, 
and Bryant, Riding the Broadway stages 
and -fraternizing with the drivers, he at- 
tended plays and operas, and delving for 
his own self-education into Dr. Abbott's 
Egyptian Museum, Fowler & Wells's phre- 
nological brary, and. attending the Broad- 
way Tabernacle to hear Wendell, Phillips, 
Emerson, Cassius M. Clay, Beecher, Doug- 
lass, and Garrison; 


Meanwhile he sold his Myrtle Avenue 
house. in May, 1852, and building on Cum- 
berland Street, removed thither with the 
family, in September of that year. Two 
years later he built on Skillman Street, 
whither he afterward moved. His interest 
in public matters was unflagging, and when 
in 1854 restrictive Sunday laws were pro- 
posed, he, like his friend, Henry Ward 
Beecher, refused to sign a petition favor- 
ing them, and in October of that year pro- 
duced a ‘‘ Memorial in Behalf of a Freer 
Municipal Government and Against Sun- 
day Restrictions,” forwarding the same to 
the Common Council and Mayor. 


The paper, which appears in The Brook- 
lyn Star of Oct. 20, is an extremely inter- 
esting one. After giving many reasons why

The New South Africa.* 

An author who can declare, on the very 
first pages of his book, that ‘*‘ England has 
intrenched her position among the nations 
by the war In South Africa,”’ and that this 
war “has added enormously to the real 
military strength of the empire,”’ does not 
make it easy for his readers to accept him 
as a judicial authority on the subjeots: of 
which he treats. On the question of the 
war, Mr. Bleloch's hallucinations are appar- 
ent throughout. It is curtous to note that, 
according to the date of the preface, the 
compilation of this book, which everywhere 
regards the war as practically over, was 
finished on April 30. That is just one day 
before the date of the second of the two 
significant maps published in Mr. A. M. 8. 
Methuen's “Peace ot War in South Africa” 
—the map, namely, which shows that on 
May 1, 1901, the British forces were in 
effective occupation of a very much small- 
er extent of territory than on Sept. 1, 1900.

of South Africa under British rule reveal 
an extraordinary optimism. It is clear that 
he is unconscious of the difficulty of the 
real problem that will have to be faced in 
the event of this territory coming actually 
under British dominion—the problem of 
transforming the Dutch, embittered as they 
have been, not only by the war, but by the 
method of its conduct, into loyal subjects 
of King Edward. He even predicts that 
Lord Milner’s work here will be easier 
than it was in Egypt! In South Africa 
there will be no international difficulties 
and hindrances; ‘“‘ there are only the in- 
ternal economic laws of the country itself 
to adjust and put on a sound and reason- 
able basis.” 

Only this! And, according to Mr. Bleloch, 
even economic problems will not trouble 
the administrator much, for the country 
itself is a veritable Land of Promise, He 
waxes enthusiastic not only over its min- 
eral resources, but even over its agricultur- 
al possibilities. He treats quite seriously 
the proposal that the Government should 
encourage colonization by farmers who will 
form ‘‘a bulwark for British civilization.” 
It will need ardent patriotism, indeed, to 
induce the emigrating British agricuiturist 
to bury himself in the veldt and fight the 
difficult conditions of South African life 
when so much more tempting prospects 
appeal to him from Australia, Canada, and 
the United States. 

In spite, however, of its imperialistic bias 
Mr. Bleloch’s book will be of considerable 
use as bringing together a large number of 
facts and statistics concerning South Afri- 
ca itself. Where the question of Briton vs. 
Boer crops up, it must be read with caution, 
but it possesses the merit of giving a fuller 
account than we have seen elsewhere of 
those features of South African life which 
are only indirectly matters of controversy. 
Mr. Bleloch describes in much detail the 
gold fields and the methods of working 
them; the mines of coal, silver, iron, &c.; 
the industries and commerce, and the rall- 
ways. The main body of the work is sup- 
plemented by over eighty pages of appen- 
dices, including abstracts .of official sta- 
tistics and reports on several important 
subjects. Among these are extracts from 
the curious memorandum in which the Uh 
lander Refugee Committee at Cape Town, 
consisting of persons whose grievances the 
war was undertaken to redress, protests 
against the control of the new administra- 
tion by the capitalists.

Cotton and Cottonseed.* 
Man's three great necessities are food, 
clothing, and shelter.- ‘* Toward these the 


olive tree,’’ writes Mr. D. A. Tompkins. the | 
author of ‘Cotton and Cotton Oil,” “™ fur- 
nishes its fruit and oil for foed, and in | 
a limited extent its wood for construction." | 
From the remotest times the cotton plant | 
has existed, but it is within only a limited 
period that the food value of cottonseed | 
has been known. As the basis of the cloth- 
ing man wears, the usefulness of cotton 
need not be commented on. To-day cotton- 
seed oil is of great value for many pur- 
poses. Mr. Tompkins is to be complimented 
for his thorough acquaintance with the 
vast subject of cotton, its culture, together 
with a concise history of this great agri- 
cultural industry. 

The experimental crop of cotton was | 
grown in Virginia about 1600. In 1786 Gov. 
Tatnal of Georgia. it is believed, planted 
the first Sea Island cotton, having obtained } 
the seed from the Bahamas. Hargrave, 
Arkwright, and Crompton, in England, by | 
their inventions increased enormously the 
consumption of cotton. Then came in 
America the invention of the cotton gin, | 
due to Eli Whitney. A table is given of | 
the production of cotton in this country, in | 
each 100 years, with the prices. In1700 the | 
production was 3,000 bales, the bale being 
estimated at 500 pounds. The price of the 
staple was then 20 cents a pound. In 1800

the yield of cotton was 73,000 bales. In 
1900, 9,436,400 bales. The highest price was 
im 1865, when cotton was sold for 80 cents 
a pound. The author thinks that with 
economy in the cost of production and the 
increase of mills in the South the time will 
come in the next decade when the cotton 
production of the United States will be 
represented by something close to 15,000,- 
000 bales. Mr. Tompkins thinks that under 
the newer conditions of labor in the South 
there will not be any lessening of cotton | 
production. 

The history of this industry may be said 
to have its origin in Natchez in 1834. There 
were, after this, several oil mills, but it

It was shipped to Italy and 
Prance as an adulterant for olive oil, and 
was taken by the lard works or packing

The 
use of cottonseed oil for the putting up of 
sardines seems to be universal. The quan- 
tity of this oil used abroad is estimated to 


be 6% per cent. of the total production. All 
the machinery which serves for the manu- 
facture of the oil is to be found in the 
volume. Then there are, too, the methods 


} of refining. The uses of the meal left after 


the extraction of the oil are fully presented. 
Mr. D. A. Tompkins's work is excellent in 
every respect. His appreciation of the col- 
ored man in the South, past and present, is 
the proper one, and not less interesting is 
the story of plantation life in the cotton 
region before the war.

Two Novels in Which Joseph 
Brant and Other Frontier 
Heroes Appear.* 


The almost simultaneous appearance of 
two novels, in which Sir William Johnson, 
Theyendanegea, (Joseph Brant,) his sister, 
(Molly Brant, or the Indian Lady Johnson,) 
and Capt, Walter Butler are closely con- 
nected with the hero, is somewhat curious, 
and seems to indicate a common origin, 
although it is possible that the similarity 
may be a simple matter of coincidence. 

The briefer and inferior of the two, “ ‘The 
Backwoodsman,” has the advantage of 
priority of appearance, Mr. Robert W. 
Chambers’s “ Cardigan” following it by 
an interval of some days, but so quickly as 
to make any charge of plagiarism against 
Mr. Chambers impossible. In both books 
the hero owes much while a boy ‘to the 
kindness of “the Indian Lady Johnson,” 
and in both he is befriended by her brother, 
Joseph Brant, although both heroes are 
on the patriot side. 

In “The Backwoodsman,” Butler insults 
the hero’s adopted sister, the daughter of 
an Oneida Chief, kills her while she is flee- 
ing from him, and tries to kill the hero. 
In “ Cardigan,” Butler desires to wed the 
heroine. In loth novels the hero and But- 
ler pursue one another with deadly hatred 
to the un-Christian delight of the convert- 
ed Joseph Brant, whose own grievances 
against Butler were neither few nor slight, 
as all readers of the recent historical work, 
“The Old New York Frontier,”’ and of the 
elder Stone's long-neglected ** Joseph 
Brant,” and the two Stones’ “ Sir William 
Jchnson,”’ will remember. 

One of the amusements which a news- 
paper reviewer may promise himself for 
vacation is to compare history and fiction 
in these five books, but those who read 
for pastime may be content with compar- 
ing the novels. The author of “ The Back- 
woodsman” is Mr. H. A. Stanley, one of 
the many new authors with names closely 
resembling those of writers of established 
reputations; his hero, who tells the story, 
is an orphan stolen from his Southern 
home in early childhood, reared by a brutal 
Dutch farmer, whom he is suspected of 
murdering, and well versed in Indian and 
woodland ways. He is 6 feet 7 inches in 
height, with very large black eyes and 
large white teeth, and finds himself superb 
and magnificent -when he first encoun- 
ters a large mirror. He serves as an 
American scout and spy, and one of his 
subordinates is the famous Timothy Mur- 
phy, upon whom the author bestows a 
unique brogue, and intense admiration. The 
two are with Sullivan in the expedition to 
Certral New York, and it is to the hero's 
wisdom that he owes his escane from am- 
bushes and his skillful use of the natural 
advantages of the country. 

In the course of the story the hero at- 
tends a council In ‘‘ The Long House," and 
there he encounters a white-haired Indian 
lunatic with a long white beard and a 
tame something, combining the agreeable 
qualities of the tiger and the puma, and 
for some reason this man plays guardian 
angel to him, acting as a species of assist- 
ant to Brant, whose Indian name is sadly 
misspelled. In the end the white men and 
Indians in the story kill one another in 
alternation, until Brant, Murphy, and the 
hero only remain, and then the hero's origin 
is revealed, and the inevitable Washington 
scene is introduced, not greatly to his 
advantage. The hero's newly discovered 
aunt knew the owner of Mount Vernon in 
his youth and reminds him of a time when 
he “ blubbered,” and discourses upon it 
until he entreats her to be silent. The her- 
ine, a Southern girl, frankly woos the 
hero, who is stricken with a sense of un- 
fitness, but yields at last. The letters of 
the two are rather astonishing, and, like 
the narrative, betray curious premonition 
of the language of the latter half of the 
nineteenth century. The whole story is 
melodrametic and the hero's childish con- 
ceit occasionally makes it farcical. His- 
torically the book contains many inaccura- 
cies, as to dates and scenes, though these 
are mainly minor facts. 

It would be impossible to write a dull 
story with such material at command, but 
there is some monotonous exaggeration. 
The story breaks off at a point about mid- 
way in * Cardigan."’ Should any one be 
moved to write a book on the themes used 
in the latter half of Mr. “hambers’s book 
it is to be hoped that Logan will receive 
better treatment than has befallen Brant 
at the hands of Mr. Stanley 


The draraatis personae of the Colonial 
historical novel have become such familiar 
friends of ovr novel-reading public that 
new names and titles are little more than a 
conventional form. Those whom Mr. Cham- 
bers intreduces to us in ‘ Cardigan” are 
in nowise different from others with whom 
we have made acquaintance many times on 
as many different pages, nor can the ad- 
ventures through which they pass~a little 
tamely, perhaps—cluim originality of in- 
vention or treatment. 

This is the more to be regretted because 
Mr. Chambers has in Sir Willlam Johnson's 
relations with the Six Nations, and with 
Mollie Brant, unworked material full of 
striking and romantic possibilities, and 
in Sir William himself a great opportunity. 

The story opens on the Ist of May, 1774, 
and winds itself around the fortunes of Sir 
William Johnson’s wards, Michael Cardi-

Heels,” as we first know her. These in 
their turn are,bound up with Capt. Walter 
Butler—Sir William’s treacherous Tory 
setretary—Jack Mount and Cade Renard, 
highwaymén and patriots, and with Lord 
Punmiore’s breach of faith with the Six 
Nations in taking possession of territory 
allotted to the Cayugas, 

Notable figures move across the canvas 
—Patrick Henry, Logan, the “ Friend of the 
White Man”; John Hancock, and Paul 
Revere. Part of the action takes place in 
Boston, where we are. given a glimpse of 
the political clubs of the patriots, and at- 
tend a meeting of the ‘Minute Men "’ in the 
‘Square Room” of the “ Wild Goose Tav- 
ern,” and Paul Revere’s ride and the bat- 
tle of Concord haye a share in the last 
chapters; but historic fact and historic 
atmosphere are made subservient to the 
loves and adventures of Michael and Sil- 
ver Heels. It is pleasant to know that 
after deeds of daring and _  hairbreadth 
escapes they receive the reward of a love 
whose truth has been tested by a rough 
and perilous course, and that the mystery 
which develops—and eludes us—as the story 
moves on, moves with it to a satisfactory 
solution. The evildoer is punished, the 
virtuous rewarded, and Mr. Chambers 
writes finis on a page of tranquil domestic 
bliss. 

We may say in passing that Capt. John 
Johnson should read * Sir John Jehnson,” 
since Sir William’s son was knighted in his 
father’s lifetime. Nor is it proper to de- 
scribe Joseph Brant as ‘*‘ Chief of the Mo- 
hawks and Six Nations.’’ At the time in 
which the scenes of the story are laid 
Brant had no title. He was merely an in- 
terpreter employed by Sir William, and 
when he got a title later on it was that of 
Captain in the employ of, the English. In 
that capacity he commanded the Mohawks 
and some of the other Six Nations, not as 
their own duly acknowledged chief.- 

The story has unity, coherence, the in- 
terest of suspense, and the _ indefinable 
quality of a refined habit of mind. But 
characterization, dramatic power, and his- 
torical imagination are wanting, and in 
spite of a simple and sincere feeling for 
nature there is every now and then a harsh 
striving for effect that amounts almost to 
affectation, as in the case of the thief- 
taker and his daughter. 

Then, too, even if we can be persuaded 
that the space of a month is sufficient to 
transform a boy of sixteen and a girl of 
fifteen into the astute and accomplished 
man and woman, is it possible to believe 
that~-the boy who in July dots the pro- 
noun ‘‘I,’’ misspells every other word, and 
uses capitals and punctuation points only 
to misuse them, can in October write the 
letter of ‘‘a scholar and a gentleman '’? 
Above’ all, when the intervening time has 
been spent on the open field or in almost 
mortal illness? 

Though the book overflows with ad- 
ventures the action lags. Mr. Chambers's 
easy, flowing style lacks rapidity, and 
while his figures are strong and facile he 
smothers them with superfluous words 
and ‘*‘ peppers his sheet with them.’ ‘ The 
woods vomited barbarians "’ draws a bold 
amd striking picture which he hastens to 
efface with a pale wash of minute and un- 
necessary details. 

The preface disarms criticism of the his- 
torical accuracy and intent of the story, 
but color and atmosphere cannot be left 
out of consideration in making up the ae- 
count of historical fiction. Whether Mr. 
Chambers has succeeded in conveying and 
interpreting these, however, is a matter for 
individual opinion, and will make little 
appreciable difference in the pleasures with 
which a large number of people will read 
* Cardigan.”

He even suspects him of inventing his 
strange style “for effect.” “He ha 
awaked many mornings without finding 
himself famous. The long delay made it 
increasingly desirable that he should 
‘burst upon the world’ in some way. 
He did so in his style, which served his 
purpose—his more or less conscious pur- 
pose—perfectly.” In another passage 
Mr. Brownell, referring to Carlyle’s ex- 
cessive willfulness, says: “It is singu- 
larly tragic that, owing to it the weight- 
jest utterances of his splendid genius 
should be so often robbed of the intel- 
lectual responsibility that alone confers 
authority.” It was these unconquerable 
tendencies of his mind and tempera- 
ment that made him insensible to the 
two great movements of his time, democ- 
racy and science. He despised the for- 
mer because it was wholly inconsistent 
with his ideas of great souls, especially 
his own, and their relations to the rest 
of mankind. He turned up his nose at 
science because he resented its assQmp- 
tion that the attainment of truth is a 
painful and difficult process, when he 
felt that all necessary truth be 
had for the seeking at the shop of Car- 
lyle & Co., (Limited.)

MR. STODDARD AND SIR EDWIN

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Mr. Johnson's Gift to Hackensack. 


In the list of gifts of public libraries dur- 
ing the last year, published in Tue Satur- 
DAY Review a few months ago, the gift of 
First Assistant Postmaster General W. M. 
Johnson to his place of residence, Hacken- 
sack, N. J., was omitted. The library 
building has just been completed and the 
books prepared for distribution, and the 
formal opening to the public takes place 
this afternoon. There will be a simple cere- 
mony in the library building—a presenta- 
tlon address by the donor, acceptance of 
the building by President Bauer of the local 
governing board, and remarks by the Rev. 
Dr. W. W. Holley, President of the Board 
of Library Trustees. 

Mr. Johnson's gift is unique in some re- 
spects. Without any preliminary pledge 
from the taxpayers that they would vote 
to support the library when completed, he 
bought a lot in the central part of the 
town, erected on it a beautiful building of 
brownstone with all the modern furnish- 
ings, and then asked the town to vote, un- 
der the public library law of the State, to 
make the appropriation allowed by law for 
the library's support. This was done last 
Spring almost without opposition. 

But the donor did not end his gift with 
the building. The only nucleus for the book 
supply of the library was a collection of 
somé 5,000 volumes, largely fiction, that be- 
longed toa brary association of the town, 
kept’ In’ @xistence by the labors of a few 
ladies.” ‘This collection was turned over to 
the Johnson Library, and to make the col- 


-leetion complete and up to date at the start 


Mr. Johnson made a further donatian of 
$5,000 in cash for the purchase of books, 
Extending his generosity still further, he 
provided a fund for the employment, dur- 
ing the Summer, of a professional librarian 
and several assistants to catalogue the 
books and prepare them for circulation. 
The library, as opened, will compare favor- 
ably with any of its class in this country.

The theory and con- 
struction ef the optical instruments of to- 
are most carefully considered, and we 
are quite ready to Insist that this particu- 
lar study better or more 
thoroughly carried out than by Prof. Hast- 
ings The author writes: ‘“ Indeed, no 
branch of applied science has experienced 
a more remarkable revolution in recent 
times than that which the advance of theo- 
retical optics has impressed upon the skilled 
of the present.’ In the special 
chapters in the work may be read the his- 
tory of the telescope and microscope. 

In his chapter Prof. Hastings 
treats of optical instruments, giving in the 
clearest manner what are the limitations 
of the human eye, which has its own defi- 
nite qualities. Of all optical instruments it 
is the telescope which is the most remark- 
able. Did Galileo invent it? The story goes 
that in 1609 Galileo, while in Venice, heard 
of an invention due to a Hollander, which 
had the power of bringing nearer to the 
eye of the observer the most distant ob- 
jects. “It required but little time for the 
greatest of physicist of his age to master 
the problem thus suggested to his mind, 
and after his return to Padua, where he 
held the position of Professor of Mathe- 
matics in the famous university of that 
city, he set himself earnestly at work mak- 
ing telescopes."’. There is uncertainty as to 
the actual inventor of the telescope, but it 
seems probable that Franz Lippershey, or 
Lippersheim, a spectacle maker at Middle- 
burg, was the real inventor. Only to be 
considered as a toy at the beginning, the 
development of the instrument is due to 
such wonderful scientists as Galileo, Torri- 
celli, Huygens, Cassini, Keppler, Newton, 
Euler, Clairault, the Herschels, father and 
son, Fraunhofer, and Gauss. The ques- 
tion is-often asked, Have we hopes of 
further improvement of the telescope? Mr. 
Hastings writes that there is no question 
that the quality of the lens may be im- 
proved, and also by mechanical processes 
the shaping of it. If there was an increase 
of size it is likely that there would be dis- 
tortion, with no advantages of optical effi- 
clency. 

The Chapter VII. of this work, entitled 
“Optical Phenomena of the Atmosphere,” 
is of singular interest. The author quotes 


Prof. Langier, who has demonstrated “ that 
what we call a clear atmosphere is only 
slightly opaque light waves.’ The atmos- 
phere is then neither a perfectly transpar- 
ent body nor an imperfectly transparent 
one. The subjects of scintiliations, of 
coronas, rainbows, halos, are all discussed. 
That curious topic color-blindedness is fully 
explained. In treating of the telescope 
Prof, Hastings, dwelling on the skillful 
makers whose lenses are masterpieces, 
such as Schroeder, Cauchois, Martini, the 
Henry brothers, Cook, and Grub, receive 
honorable mention. Of the Clarks the au- 
thor writes: 


“The Clarks, father and son, have be- 
yond a doubt won the first place, whether 
determined by the character of the dis- 
coveries made with their instruments or 
by the fact that the two most powerful 
telescopes In existence—the refractor of the 
three-foot aperature of the Lick Observa- 
tory in California, and the forty-inch tele- 
scope of the Yerkes Observatory in Wiscon- 
sin— were made by them.” 


This work on “ light” has the distinction 
of being one of the bicentennial publications 
of Yale, and the volume itself is well worthy

THE TORY LOVER 


By SARAH ORNE JEWETT 
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A Study in Umbrellas. 


To The New York Times Saturday Review: 

Reverting to C. F. L.’s letter oa “ The 
First Umbrella” in your issue of July 
20th, will you allow me to point out that in 
the early Christian churches a larg? wn- 
brella usua!ly hung over the priest, and it 
is sald that from this custom it becamo 
one of the attributes of cardinals appointed 
from basilican churches. For years the 
Doges of Venice carried umbrellas of state 
and in 1288 Pope Alexander Itf. declared 
that these should be surmounted by gold- 
en statuettes of the Annuactation 


Michael Morosini was the first Venetian 
layman to carry an umbrella, which con- 
sisted of a small, flat square of green 
stuff over which was a copper spiral. Soon 
after the umbrella was adopted by fash- 
ionable Venetian dames. According to 
Coryat’s “ Crudities” (1611) the Italian 
umbrella was a small canopy and was made 
of leather extended by a series of wooden 
hoops. He says umbrellas were used by 
horsemen who, resting the handles on the 
thigh as they rode, bore them so that 
they should “ minister shadow unto them 
for shelter against the seorching sun.” 

In the Harleian Manuscripts, now in the 
British Museum, there is in manuscript No. 
603 a crude illustration showing the figure 
of a yeoman holding an umbrella over his 
lord, which leads me to infer that umbrellas 
were known in England even in the early 
Anglo-Saxon period. 

Beck, as quoted in the “Draper's Dic- 
tionary," asserts that at the time that 
Stephen usurped the crown of England 
(12th century) umbrellas were in common 
use among the English. The first men- 
tion of the umbrella in English Hterature 
is in Florio's ‘‘ World of Wonders,” (1598) 
where it is described as “kind of round 
fan or shadowing that they use to ride 
with in Summer in Italy; a little shade.” 

In 1656 an umbrella was exhibited in the 
**Museum Tradescantianum, or Collection 
of Rarities preserved at South Lambeth, 
near London, by John Tradescant,’’ which 
was known as “ one of the wonders of the 
Ark.” 

In the Church of Cartmell, in Lanca- 
shire, England, there was preserved until 
a few years ago an umbrella sald to be 
over 300 years old, which was used chiefly 
to protect the Host.

are to be 
“ Glossographia “ 
(1674) and Phillips's “Uew Worlde of 
Words,” (1678.) In the first the reference 
reads: “ Umbrello, a fashion of round and 
broad fans, wherewith the Indians (and 
from them our great ones) preserve them- 
selves from the heat of the sun, and hence 
any little shadow, fan, or other thing 
wherewith the woménh guard ‘their’ faces 
from the sun." The second runs: “ Um- 
brello, a screen against the.sun’s. heat, 
used chiefly by the “Spunfards, among 
whom it is known by the name quitasole."’ 

The imaginative Dean Swift, in the “ Tale 
of a Tub,"’ (1696,) depicts Jack, an ever-re- 
sourceful type, making use of a parchment 
copy of his father’s will as a nightcap 
when he went to bed and as an umbrella 
in rainy weather. Did the worthy Hanway 
take his cue from this, or from Kersey, 
according to whom the umbrella was a 
“broad fan or screen commonly used by 
women to shelter them from rain"? The 
last reference, made In 1709, is the first 
mention of >t as a protector from the rain. 
Later, Bailey, who in his dictionary, (1737,) 
called it a parasol, defined it as “a sort of 
small canopy to keep off the rain.” 


Small, light umbrellas came tnto fashion 
among the ladies of the French Court in 
1675, and these were carried by attendants, 
Richelet tells us that they were made of 
oilcloth or leather, and had ribs of whale- 
bone, A century later they found favor 
with the men, who carried red umbrellas, 
with edges fringed with gold lace. 

The precise date when Jonas Hanway, 
who died in 1786, introduced the umbrella 
into England is not recorded in any of 
the encyclopedias I have at hand, but 
they all state that he was popularly 
known as its introducer. 

With the Dutch, as with the Idian 
Srandees, the umbrella was first an at- 
tribute of dignity; and well it might be, 
for the prices paid for them at The Hague 
in 160 ranged from $75 to $120 edch. 
The Dutch colonists who settled at the 
Cape of Good Hope were not slew to in- 
sist on preserving the dignity of the um- 
brella, for Ryk Van Tulbagh, Governor 
of Cape Colony in 1752, enacted that ‘‘ No 
one less In rank than a junior merchant, or 
those among the citizens of equal rank, 
and the wives and daughters only of those 
who are or have been members of any 
Council, shall venture to use umbrellas, 
and those who are less in rank than mer- 
chants shall not enter the castle in fine 
weather with an open umbrella.”

Roman, Not German, Letters. 


To The New York Timea Saturday Review: 

If you ask nine out of ten young Ameri- 
eans of German parentage whether they 
are able to read and write German you will 
get the answer that, though they can speak 
German, they cannot read and write it. 
Only those who have attended a German 
course in school acquire a higher knowledge 
of that language, but their number ifs 
small compared with those who are taught 
by their parents only. The reason why so 
few children of German parents gain a 
better knowledge of that language is to be 
found in the fact that Germans stick to 
their alphabet, compelling every one to get 
familiar with about 25 small and 25 capital 
letters in the written alphabet, and about 
the same amount in the printed alphabet; 
that is, the student of the German language 
must-impress upon his brain almost a 
hundred characters before he can start. 
Many. lacking the proper amount of per- 
severance, have given up in despair, and 
learned French instead of German, though 
the latter language and its Hterature would 
have heen more to their liking. 

A poem by Goethe or Heine, a descrip- 
tion of nature by Humboldt, are just as 
sweet and inspiring, whether printed in Ger- 
man or in Roman letters. It seems incom- 
prehensible that countless thousands should 
have been deprived of the treasures con- 
tained in German literature but for the 
obstinacy of some ruling Germans sticking 
to their obsolete alphabet. 

The Dutchmen and Scandinavians, who 
formerly employed the German letters, 
have discarded them long ago. Not so our 
German cousins; they uphold their pecu- 
lar alphabet as if their national exist- 
snce depended upon it. Many a time have 
{ put the question to my German country- 
men, why the Roman alphabet should not 
be substituted for theirs. One will say: 
‘The German letters give the language its 
sharacter.” Another will say: “Such a 
question must be left to men like Bismarck, 
who never accepted a book unless printed 
with German letters.” Who dares to op- 
pose the opinion of Bismarck, even if he 
Is ten years tn the grave! Goethe's words 
refer appropriately to this matter: 

Kes erben sich Gesetz’ und Rechte 
Wie eine ewige Krankheit fort. 

* Eine ewlge Krankheit "'! a disease with- 
out end; that is, In my opinion, the Ger- 
man alphabet. 

Of incalculable value would have been 
the Roman alphabet for the Germans in 
the United Stutes. One alphabet for both 
anguages. That would make it easy for 
German parents to teach their children; it 
would not tax their patience; as it is now 
the case, to learn the foreign letters. Chil- 
dren would be tempted and induced to 
read the paper that the father reads, pro- 
vided it ts printed with the same kind of 
etters as the English papers; all the time 
wasted in public and other schools with 
the crooked letters could be employed to 
oetter advantage. The child would notice 
immediately the easy way of spelling Ger- 
man weords—far easier than the English, 
as every German knows. There is no 
prejudice against the German language in 
this country; wherever the Germans are 
numerous enough and applied to a Board 
of Education for German Instruction their 
wieh -has been gratified. Where the re- 
sults have not met the expectation, where 
children learned only to spell their names 
with German letters, that fault was with 
the German alphabet. Hi... FISKE.

The Book Lover and the Book 
Reader. 


To The New York Times Saturday Review: 

I cannot agree with the dicta of your cor- 
respondent W. M. F. Round in a recent 
issue of THE SATURDAY Review that “ the 
book lover is of a higher degree than the 
book reader, infinitely.” 

It is certainly not true 
lover idolizes his book.’’ Further on, Mr. 
Round disproves his own propositions, for 
he would have us put aside ‘“ the perma- 
nent books, the books to live with and to 
live by, * * * in the largest and best pa- 
per obtainable and put them aside unread 
* * * carefully wrapped to keep them 
from spot or blemish."’ The book lover 
cares only for the concrete book; the bind- 
ing, the rarity of the edition, the illustra- 
tions, these are for him the intrinsic value 
of what he has obtained. The book reader, 
on the other hand, is the friend of the au- 
thor, for he desires that every one else 
should share in the delight which his favor- 
ite book affords him, and is never so happy 
as when he has tntroduced a friend to the 
companionship of his pleasure. 

To the ‘“ book lover” his finely bound or 
extra illustrated book is a mere curio, an 
additional piece of bric-A-brac. 

The proof of this is that the world’s best 
books are not usually to be obtained in 
fine bindings-and certainly do not lend 
théemeelves to extra illustration; at least, to 
cite a few examples, I have never known 
anyone to extra illustrate Plato's ‘ Dia-

logues,” the “ Rubalyat,” “ Clarissa Har- 
lowe,”’."' The Sentimental Journey,’’ Lamb's 
“ Eissays,"’ or ‘“ Amiel’s Journal.” 

The cold fact is that those who love 


books for the mere books themselves rare- 
ly or ever read them, whatever they may 
say. I had a curious illustration of that 
in my personal experience at Bangs’s auc- 
tion sales, where I have been for several 
years a pretty constant buyer. This is a 
favorite haunt of your boasted book lover, 
and I used to be poimted out by them in 
audible tones as the man who bought books 
to read them! 

They knew themgelves to be of another 
ilk; they were the buyers of books to col- 
lect them. 

And now one word more as to extra illus- 
tration. This may be a very amusing oc- 
cupation for those who like that sort of 
thing, but it is a most expensive undertak- 
ing and a most unprofitable one, as the ex- 
perience of Mr. Augustin Daly's executors 
would prove. 

The class of books which lend themselves 
to this ‘‘ fad’ are as a rule not of intrinsic 
literary value and especially subject to 
changes in literary fashion. Besides, there 
is exceeding. doubt of the authenticity of 
many of the illustrations which collectors 
use. Take, for instance, the lives of Na- 

eon, which are a favorite object of the 
Poon illustrators’ activity. One may buy 
at any old book estore in Paris a dozen line 
engravings of each of Napoleon's Marshals, 
and not one of them will bear the slight- 
est resemblance to any other. The truth 
certainly seems to be as I regard it, that 
the mere book collector is on a par with 
the collector of coins or postage stamps, 
and not usually (if ever) a lover of litera- 
ture,

* pook, “The Octopus,”” has made a true 
literary sensation here, I huve not yet 
seen a single review that did not praise it 
warmly. Fault is found with it in certain 
respects, but the real greatness of” the 
book is gladly acknowledged. 

It has been suggested that Mr. Norria 
would never have written “ The Octopus” 
if Zola had not previously written his won- 
derful novels. Probably this is true. The 
conception of the world as governed by the 
forces of nature and industry which lies 
at the basis of “ The Octopus " is essential 
to the conception which runs through Zola’s 
work. The wide scope of Mr. Norris s 
“epic of wheat’ is Zolacsque, and Mr. 
Norris has undoubtedly copied some of the 
mannerisms of Zola, and caught something 
of his style. We may frankly admit ail 
this, for it is nothing to Mr. Norris's dis- 
credit. It is the rarest of ali events that a 
newly created book is written. One book 
begets another. One author dates his an- 
cestry back to some oth-r author. Nine- 
tenths of all the books that have been 
written during the last century would uct 
have been written had net other and earlicr 


books appeared. 


It is one thing to imitate an author, and 
quite another to derive inspiration from 
him. Mr. Norris has not imitated Zola 
except in certain trivial matters, He ‘fo!- 
lows the methods of Zola, just as neatly 
all historical novelists follow the methods 
of Scott. He is moved to write the “ epic 
of the wheat" by the spirit of Zola 
breathed upon him through the books of 
the great Frenchman, but “‘ The Octopus" 
is none fre less great because it ls begot- 
ten by “La Terre" and “Germinal.” It 
would not have been. written had . Mr, 
Norris never read Zola, but it would have 
been a great pity if he had read instead 
the writing of some smaller man, and 
gained a milder and less desirable fnspira- 
tion.

The resemblance between Mr. Norris and 
Zola interests me, partly because I have a 
very great admiration for Zola, and partly 


because the matter of conscious or un- 
conscious plagiarism has for many years 
been an especial study of mine. It is so 
easy to accuse an author of borrowing 
from another, and the accusation is so 
fatal, that it ought never to be lightly 
made. Mr. Norris is certain to be accused 


openly of having imitated Zola, and it ts 
well that the distinction between imitation 
and legitimate descent should be empha- 
sized.

In 1898, and 1901 there appeared in 
THE TIMES SATURDAY REVIEW @ series of 
articles called ‘“‘Authers at Home,” con- 
tributed by different writers and differing 
greatly in regard to character and style

Miss Glentworth, under her pen name, bas. for some time been known on both 
sides of the Atlantic for her “small boy articles,” pronounced the most brilliant of 
recent years. Her book, nota ‘*juvenile,’” as its namz might imply, although all ages 
will enjoy it, isa sparkling record of pranks which are told in a way that places this 
book at the head of the year’s refined funmakers, 
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the essential changes in dates, places, and 
circumstances, made necessary by the rela- 
tion which certain of the articles bore to 
the time in which they were originally 
written, he has added a personal touch, a 
point of view, without which much of the 
material would now appear out of date, if 
not absolutely stale and unprofitable. 

It is a long call from Poe's little cottage 
in Fordham ‘to the almost palatial resi- 
dences of some of our successful authors 
of to-day, and by drawing a contrast be- 
tween them there are presented in an ex- 
tended introduction the lines «along 
which the status of the literary worker 
has developed during the last half cen- 
tury. By showing where and how existed 
the first really great American man of let- 
ters, who was both poet and storyteller, he 
prepares his readers for a keener appre- 
ciation of how Poe's succegsors in craft 
live and work to-day. A word should be 
said in explanation of. the absence of the 
names of the authors who originally con- 
tributed the articles, and this is best done 
by citing a passage from the preface of the 
book: 

A few of the articles are reprinted as 
they were written; for example, the one on 
Joajuin Miller, by George Hamlin Fitch, 
the literary editor of The San Francisco 
Chronicle; the one on Thomas Nelson Page, 
by William Wallace Whitelock, and those 
on John Burroughs and Henry M. Alden, 
by Ernest Ingersoll; the naturalist, who is 
Mr. Burroughs’s néighbor and has often 
been Mr. Alden’s contributor; but others, 
like the one on Edmund Clarence Stedman, 
by Henri Péne Du Bois, the one on Henry 
Van Dyke, by Stanhope Sams, those on 
Paul Leicester Ford and Frank R. Stock- 
ton, by Cromwell Childe, and most others, 
have been so radically altered because of 
the removal of authors to homes else- 
where, as well as for other new and im- 
perative causes, that to undertake to give 
the names would involve specifications as 
to where a contributor’s work ended and 
the editor's began, which would seem to 
be an act of supererogation. 


With the articles as they now appear 
have been presented some fine views of 
authors’ homes in half-tone, some showing 
interiors, some exteriors, and some with 
their occupants. Quite appropriately the 
frontispiece is the interior of the Authors’ 
Club, in this city, and then comes Poe's 
cottage, at Fordham, as it appears to- 
day, followed by other pictures which are 
intended to enhance the interest of the 
various articles to which they pertain. 
There is Mr. Howells in his office study, 
Mr. Stoddard in the parlor of his home, Mr. 
Seton-Thompson in his studio, and Miller 
standing before the door of a “ dugout”’ 
on his farm. A brief biographical and 
bibliographical notice of the subject treat- 
ed of introduces each article, and in the 
back of the book there is an exhaustive 
index, covering not only the general points 
of the book, but the subjects discussed 
in the various interviews as well. The 
volume, which as a piece of bookmaking 
leaves nothing to be desired, will, we are 
quite sure, be largely read by the admirers 
of the authors, whose personality is thus 
brought nearer, while it will form a fit 
companion for. the literary worker who is 
at all curious to know something of the 
surroundings .and individuality of his» col 
leagues, - . es

Famous Actresses.* 


In his second series of “Famous <Act- 
resses of the Day” Mr. Strang has given 
us a number of criticisms of plays that 
are yet bright in our memory, most of 
them having been first produced during 
the past season. The sketches present the 
author's honest criticism and opinion of 
the plays as well as the actresses’ con- 
ceptions of their réles. Such modern favor- 
ites as Julia Marlowe, Henrietta Crosman, 
Maude Adams, Amelia Bingham, Ida Con- 
quest, Mrs. Fiske, Hilda Spong, Annic 
Ruegsell, Mary Mannering, Mrs. Leslie Car- 
ter, Mrs. Le Moyne, Ada Rehan, Viola 
Allen, Maxine Elliott, and Grace George, 
as well as several others, are viewed with 
regard to their dramatic talents and the 
quality of the plays in which they ap- 
peared, in an impartial and wholly rational 
way. 

There are no extravagances in the book. 
Mr. Strang is too excellent a critic to mis- 
take the pleasing personality of an actress 
for genius, but he is also too just a man 
to withhold, a warm measure of praise 
where it belongs. Accompanying each 
sketch is a portrait of the actress dis- 
cussed, usually taken in her latest rdle. 

The little volume should be of vast inter- 
est to those theatregoers who like to have 
other people’s opinion of a play or whose 
memories are inclined to play them the 
trick of confusing many actresses and 
many plays of a season into an unrecogniz- 
able and composite mass.

The biographical article’ comprised in this 
volume have to do with Daniel Webster, 
Caleb Cushing, Thomas Hart Benton, and 
Lord Timothy Dexter. There ‘are a few 
other papers dealing with various subjects, 
but these are decidedly less interesting than 
the skeleton of biography. Probably the 
pages given to Caleb Cushing will be found 
the most holding of all; they are saturated 
through and through with the writer's per- 
sonal experierices and knowledge of those 
days. It was the Harrison campaign of 
1840 (into which the statesman, we are told, 
had thrown all his vigor,) that first estab- 
lished Cushing’s national reputation. This 
campaign Mr. Todd declares to have been 
one of the most remarkable in American 
history. It was the first whose large crowds 
were assembled at political gatherings in 
every part of the country. For the building 
of railroads to all the great centres of popu- 
lation had then made such gatherings pos- 
sible for the first time. 





“One of the largest of the mass meetings 
was that on Bunker Hill Sept. 10, presided 
over by no less a man than Daniel Web- 
ster, and addressed by the most distin- 
guished men from all over the country, of 
whom are recalled Ogden Hoffman, so 
celebrated as a_jury lawyer; Benjamin 
Watkins Leigh, Reverdy Johnson, then a 
young man, and Gov. Pennington of New 
Jersey, besides many others from New 
England. The writer was then a boy, an 
ardent Whig, anxious above all to look 
on the face of Daniel Webster, and well 
remembers the enthusiasm and excitement 
of the. occasion.” 

The election of Mr. Harrison would seem 
to have opened up vast possibilities for 
Cushing, active as he had been in the 
campaign, and intimate as he was with Mr. 
Webster, the new Secretary of State. 
But in one short month Harrison died, and 
John Tyler vetoed Clay's Bank bill, so 
that the Whig Party, led by its chief, 
broke away from .the President. Sympa- 
thizing with the course of Tyler, Cushing, 
of course, lost the favor of the Whigs, 
and cast in his lot with the Democrats, 
with whom he in future acted. When he 
was nominated for Secretary of the Treas- 
ury his fitness was not questioned, but 
Mr. Clay’s party transferred its dislike 
of the President to all his adherents. 

Mr. Todd reminds us that Caleb Cushing 
was one of the most learned men this coun- 
try ever has. produced, “learned, not as 
most men are in one branch, nor in a few, 
but in almost every department of knowl- 
edge; and in nothing was he superficial.’’ 
If he wished for information, we are told, 
he was not above seeking it from any 
source, and whatever point of knowledge 
came up, however trivial, apparently, he 
would not rest till he was satisfied con- 
cerning it. A bank officer said that Mr. 
Cushing once asked him what name was 
given to the part left after a check had 
been torn from a checkbook, and he was 
not able to inform him. Several days later 
he received a note from Mr. Cushing with 
the’ single word “stub."” And, although 
the great diplomat could read in nine- 
teen days the fifty-seven volumes of Mas- 
sachusetts reports in preparing himself 
for the discharge of his duties as Justice 


of the Supreme Court of his State, he was, 
nevertheless omnivorous in his reading. 
Mr. Todd took tea with him at the house 
of his niece one time, and during the meal 
he turned to her and’said: ‘“‘ Margaret, I 
see the ladies are to wear so and so the 
coming season,” giving in detail the new 
fashions. 

The relations of Mr. Cushing with Daniel 
Webster were very intimate, and he often 
rendered his friend aid in the way it was 
not infrequently asked. In connection with 
Mr. Webster's well-known carelessness in 
money dealings we are tal@ of a woman 
friend of Mr. Todd’s who once paid the 
statesman a large sum in bills. Soon after, 
in the excitement of conversation, Web- 
ster rolled them M4 and put them in the 
inkstand as a cork—thereby showing his 
indifference to so mean a ing as a wad 
of current money! 








Stephen Calinari.* 


The author of this rather ineffective 
story has not entirely succeeded in bring- 
ing order out of its various elements. Con- 
structively considered, it is not a good 
piece of workmanship. The conception of 
both plot and character, however, is so far 
above the mediocre as to make the reader 
wish it could have been adequately ren- 
dered. Stephen Calinari is a young man in 
whom Greek blood and English blood min- 
gle with curious results. At Oxford he is 
contrasted with the typical English boy, 
indifferent, phlegmatic, conventional, ath- 
letic, much to his own disadvantage. His 
emergence from his loquacious, priggish 
adolescence is gained by melodramatic 
means, but he emerges English enough and 
sufficiently engaging. The other charac- 
ters are for the most part well begun, but 
certainly not more than half done, the au- 
thor apparently relying upon the charm of 
the incomplete. We pass with the hero 
from the “smart” young daughter of an 
English statesman to the semi-Russian 
niece of an inscrutable Princess; from the 
London drawing room of a Greek million- 
aire to the shores of the Bosphorus and a 
Colonel of Irregular Turkish Cavalry. No 
one is depicted quite convincingly, yet 
every one is more or less interesting. The 
best part of the book—the part that is 
realy charming and simple—is the descrip- 
tim ofthe Coops in their middle-class 
home..with ta tangled garden and hos- 
pitable ‘d@mdsphere. The pleasant clever- 
ness of this friendly. family,, their gay, af- 
fectionate life together, the love affair 
‘delicate and ideal, the contrast between 
so much pure kindness and fidelity and the

reading, and seem in a way to pull to- 
gether the detached threads of interest in 
at least a semblance of harmony.

Blackwood's Magazine, in 1857. This was 
quickly followed by other “ Scenes ’’—‘ Mr. 
Gilfil’s Love Story” and “ Janet's Repent- 
ance.” ‘“ Adam Bede"’ was published in 
31859, “The Mill on the Floss” in 1860,

first rank among the fiction writers of her 


The ‘“ Scenes”’ had revealed that an 
author of unusual power and observation 
was about to bid for the approval of the 
English reading public, while the enormous 
popularity of ‘‘Adam Bede” showed at 
length that this author had “ arrived.”

This last product of the Roycroft shop is 
a collection of and sketches, in- 
cluding the famous *‘ Message to Garcia 
Its contents are more or less well known by 
the friends of “Fra Elbertus,”’ and it i 
hardly worth while to discuss them here. 
Some are written in imitation of a mediae 
val style of expression with which we have 
slight sympathy, while others are modern 
and almost flippant in their treatment. But 
the main thing is tne bcok itself, its ap- 
pearance, and what it signifies as a speci- 
men of an artistic, mechanical art which 
Mr. Hubbard and his workers have brought 
to such perfection. 

We say unhesitatingly that ‘A Mess: 
to Garcia and Thirteen Other Things” is 
the finest specimen cf bookmaking that we 
have yet seen the shop produce. Mr. Hub- 
bard's liking for archaic typographical signs 
and emblems is well known, and, inspired 
the traditions of other days, he has 
some times employed methods of typography 
which, while then, are meaning- 
less in a modern book and suggest a pe 
dantry that not pleasant. But in the 
book before us there are no elements which 
intrude upon the artistic taste.

Plays by Bealzac.* 


M. EB. de Valcourt-Vermont has rendered 
a genuine service to the admirers of Bal- 
zac who are unable to enjoy him in any 
language but English by placing before 
them in readable translations the plays 
written by the great Frenchman. Some of 
our readers have perchance seen Charles 
Mathews in a play called “A Game of 
Speculation,” which was an English adap- 
tation of “ Mercadet,” but few of them 
have probably taken the trouble to ascer- 
tain to what extent the novelist was a 
playwright, and to seek to know why his 
plays have been forgotten, while his nov- 
els are being universally read in many 
editions and languages. 

In Balzac’s time, no less than in our own, 
a successful play meant a fortune, and we 
are inclined to think that the hope of 
immediate and vast pecuniary rewards 
first drove the author to the stage. And 
so he wrote five plays, not one of which 
has ever teen very successful, although 
“ Mercadet” has been added to the réper- 
toire of the Comédie Francaise, where vis- 
itors to Paris at certain seasons might 
have seen the late M. Got in the leading 
role. In 1842 “ Vautrin” was played for 
‘two nights, when, owing to an audacious 
persona! imitation by one of the actors, it 
was forbidden by the censors. “ Quinvla’s 
Resoyrces” (“Les Ressources de Qain- 
ola’) met a stormy reception at the Odéon 
in 1842, while “The Stepmother” (La 
MarA&tre’’) fell in with hardly a better fate 
at the ThéAtre Historique six years later. 
“ Mercadet;” which some managers at- 
tempted to change Into what Balzac called 
“a crude: melodrama,” finally saw light in 
a. moderate success at the Gymnase shortly

Champlain and Lake Ontario. 


To The New York Times Saturday Review: 
Mr. McMullen’s letter on Champlain in 
Tur Saturpay Review of Sept. 28 contains 
much that is interesting and nearly as 
much that is novel. As he writes “in the 
interests of historical accuracy” he is 
doubtless willing to give the authorities 
‘for his statements. For example, Mr. Mc-

'Ontario.” What evidence does he find to 
show that Champlain ever even saw Lake 
George, on whose shores he locates Cham- 
plain’s first fight with the Iroquois?

The Dauphin wood, the author of a new 
iu America. American historical ro- 

mance, called “ Lazarre,”’ 
not only admits that her book is “ founded 
on fact,"’ but declares that, save for the 
dialogue and the situations, the theme 
represents an actual historical episode— 
the career in this country of the son of 
Louls XVI, When about twelve years of 


age, the author read in a magazine an artl- 


cle, entitled, ‘Have We a Dauphin? * 
which attempted to show that the poor 
little famous Dauphin of France did not 
perish, but was sent to this country and 


‘given into the keeping of a_ half-breed, 


who lived near Lake George. The boy was 
called Eleazer Williams by the settlers, 
but “ Lazarre"’ by the Indians. Some years 
later Mrs. Catherwood pald a visit to 
Northwestern New York and there found 
traces which, to her mind, confirmed the 
truth of the article. Later, at Green Bay, 
Wis., she chanced to call on two elderly 
maiden ladies, who displayed several pre- 
clous books and some French bric-&-brac, 
and said that they had belonged to the 
Dauphin. She asked many questions and 
learned that there were men still living 
in Green Bay who remembered having seen 
Eleazer Williams. -The site of his cabin 
overlooking Fox River was pointed out to 
her. A knowledge of these things impelled 
her to put into the form of a story the 
career of ‘ Lazarre” as she had learned 
it from persons who had known him, and 
who believed that he was actually the son 
of Louls XVI., and so “ Lazarre’’ was 
written. Mrs. Catherwood is a Western 
woman, whose home for the last two years 
has been in Chicago. “ Lazarre’’ bears 
the imprint of the Bowen-Merrill Company.

Memdouh Bey, the celebrated 
Turkish ‘Turkish poet, who is now in 
Literature. London with the idea of es- 

tablishing a Turkish political 
newspaper in that city, has unbosomed 
himself to a writer for The Daily Mail, 
and has thereby furnished readers of Eng- 
lish with considerable information con- 
cerning the state of poetry in the land of 
the Sultan. Incidentally, as might be ex- 
pected, he makes a few passes at Abdu! 
Hamid. This is, in part, what he says: 


The decadence dates from the accession 
to the throne of the present Sultan. Until 
that time there existed in Turkey not only 
a classic literature, but a school of artists 
and musicians, but so baleful has been the 
influence of the Sultan's rule that all have 
been practically destroyed, as also have 
ehemical, astronomical, and even geo- 
graphical researches. No one dares to pub- 
lish a book of any literary value. Every 
writer is suspected of political motives, and 
is immediately subject to persecution 
should he ee to write anything but 
commonplaces. ‘The result is that nothing 
appears except worthless pamphlets eulo- 
gizing the Suitan and his system. It is in 
vain for thinkers to protest that the views 
to which they desire to give expression are 
those already propagated by Ruskin, by 
Voltaire, by Racine, and other great 
writers; the only result of such protests is 
to secure the prohibition of all the works 
of these authors in Turkey. In conse- 
quence of this all the chief literary men of 
Turkish nationality have either suffered 
persecution or been obliged to become ex- 
{les in foreign lands. The Sultan is partic- 
ularly hostile to poets, notwithstanding 
(perhaps because of) the fact that his im- 
prisoned brother, Murad Effendi, is a poet 
of no mean ability. He is also a clever mu- 
sician. There was formerly a good sup- 
ply of typical Turkish music, but it is now 
a thing of the past. There are writers and 
poets and artists of great potentiality, but 
they. are at present held fast bound by the 
existing system.

Another Story of the Civil War,* 

As in his novel, ‘Who Goes There?’ 
Mr. Benson again allows the almost well- | 
known soldier, Jones Berwick, to figure 
as hero in his new book, “A Friend with 
the Countersign.”” This story deals al- 
most exclusively with the campaigns of the 
Army of the Potomac, and contains fours 
maps, the Rapidan, from the Rapidan to 
the Po, from the Po to the Pamunkey, | 
and from the Pamunkey to the James. 
These maps, as well as the detailed de- | 
scriptions to be found on nearly every one 
of the 450 pages, will be enjoyed vastly, no 
doubt, by veterans who took part in the | 
campaigns here set forth. | 

Mr.. Benson, however, has searcely the 
gift of story telling. He does not fuse 
his raw material of history in the fire of 
imagination. He substitutes description 
for vision. And while one must necessarily 
admire the systematic scouting of Jones 
Berwick, and his really neat manner of | 
spying, one gets a bit tired of a mere 
string of facts; the more so, as one picks | 
up a novel like this expecting fiction. 
“A Friend with the Countersign” might 
be very well placed with works of history 
which concern themselves with the civil | 
war, instead of with novels. 

It cannot for a moment be doubted that 
Mr. Benson knows—with the knowledge of 
an eye-witness—those regions of country of 
which he treats. He seems to know just 
where a hill was rugged and steep, so that 
a line could be defended by a few men; he 
seems to remember just where the trees 
were lying, this way and that, already an
